The only. tiling that Cipo 
lists or legislator.'’ w ho accuse it of all. 
our ills ha vc hitherto achieved has­ 
been to change Ka name or To ai. But 
they have never I cen able to dispel! 
w ith a sym bol representative of tilt 
commercial 
value 
of 
things. 
One 
m ight as w ell wadi to do aw ay With 
written language as to do aw ay w ith 
money. 
N evertheless this question of 
a circulating medium is very trouble 
som e, 
It form s one of the chief cie 
merits of com plication In our life. The 
economic difficulties amid w hich we 
still flounder, social conventionalities 
and the entire organization of modem 
life have carried gold to a rani; 
em inent that it is not astonishing t 
find the Im agination of man atlribat 
lng to It a sort of royalty. 
And it is 
on this side that w e shall attack the 
problem. 
The term money has for appendage 
that of m erchandise. If there w ere no 
m erchandise there would be no in >ney, 
but as long as there is merci! ndi-e 
there w ill be m oney, little m atter un­ 
der what form . The s olive of all the 
abuses w hich center around money lies 
in a lack of discrim ination. 
People 
have confused utider the term and idea 
of m erchandise things w hich have no 
relation w ith on*- another. They have 
attem pted to give a venal valva 
to 
tilings which neither could have it nor 
ought to. The Idea of purchase and 
sale has invaded ground where it may 
Justly be considered an enem y and a 
usurper. 
It Is reasonable that w heal, 
potatoes, 
wine. 
Publics, 
should 
be 
bought and sold, and it Is perfectly 
natural that a man s labor procure 
him rights to life and that there be put 
iuto his hands som ething w hose value 
represents them , but here already the 
analogy ceases to he com plete. A man s 
labor Is n e. m erchandise in the sam e 
sense as a sack of flour or a ton of coal. 
Into this labor enter elem ents which 
cannot In* valued in money. In short, 
there are things w hich can in now ise 
be bought- sleep, for instance, know I 
i*dge of the future, talent. He who of 
fern them for sale must be eon s11 prod 
ti fool or an Impostor, anil yet there 
are gentlem en w ho coin money by such 
traffic. 
They Sell w hat docs not be 
long to them , and their dupes pay ficti­ 
tious values in veritable coin. So, too, 
there are dealers in pleasure, dealers 
in love, dealers In m iracles, dealers in 
patriotism, and the title of merchant, 
so honorable when It represents a man 
selling that w hich Is in truth a com ­ 
modity of trade, becom es tho worst of 
stigm as w hen there Is question of the 
heart, of religion, of country. 
Almost all men are agreed that to 
barter w ith one’s sentim ents, his hon­ 
or, ids cloth, his pen, or his note, is in­ 
fam ous. l ufortnnately this idea, w hich 
suffers no contradiction as a theory 
and which thus stated seem s rather a 
com m onplace than a high moral truth, 
has infinite trouble to make its w ay in 
practice. Traffic lins Invaded the world. 
The money chai ..ci s are established 
even in the sanctuary, and by sanctu­ 
ary I do not m ean religious things 
alone, but w hatever mankind holds sa- 
cred and Inviolable! It is not gold that 
com plicates, corrupts and debases life; 
it is our m ercenary spirit, 
The mercenary spirit resolves every 
thing 
into 
a 
single question, 
How 
much is that going to bring me? and 
sum s up everything in a single axiom , 
W ith money you can procure anything. 
Follow ing these tw o principles of con 
duct, a society m ay descend to a dc 
gree of infam y Impossible to describe 
or to im agine. 


H ow much is it going to bring me? 
This question, s > legitimate while ll 
concerns those precautions which each 
ought to ta ke t » assure ids subsist­ 
ence by his labor, becomes pernicious 
as soon as it passes its limits and 
dominates the w i de life. 
This is so 
tr ue that it vltlat* i even the toil which 
gains our daily b cad. 
I furnish paid 
labor; nothing could be I letter. 
Hut if 
to inspire mi* in ti is labor I have only 
th e desire to get the pay nothing could 
be wot se. 
A man ’n hose only motive 
for notion is bi- 
wages does a bad 
piece of work. 
What Interests him is 
not the ti dug, i f s the g >U1. 
lf I e can 
retrench in pains without lessening his 
gains, be assured that lie will do it. 
Plowman, mason, factory laborer, be 
w h o loves not bis nor!; puts into it

in kind Is th e object of h u m a n labor,

T h e n ' a re a tho u san d reasons to say 
th a t ail toil merits its wage, th a t ev­ 
ery' roan w h o devotes his energies to 
providing for his life should hav e his 
place in th e sun an d th a t lie w h o does 
nothing useful does not gain his live­ 
lihood, In
